We  arc  told  that  a  Cabinet  counril  was 
ftffembed  at  Lord  Grenvilles  office  yelter 
d  <y,  upon  important  bufinefs,  ana  that 
the  Debate  on  the  Income  Bill  was  ad- 
journed in  order  to  prevent  interruption 
to  their  deliberations,  which  continued 
during  fevtral  hours.  It  is  afterted,  th  at 
tha  Inject  of  their  difcuifion  was  the  laft 
Difpatch  received  from  Lord  Minto,  his 
M*jfifty'«  Plenipotentiary  at  Vienna. 
I  s  excellency  is  Paid  t'>  li.ive  written 
home,  that  new  overtures  of  Peace  were 
confidently  expected  in  th  at  capital  from 
thfl  French  :  and  that  if  the  propolis  ov 
the  Chief  Conful  were  rightly  fttttkipa* 
ted,  they  were  of  a  nature  fo  advantage- 
ous to  the  Roman  Emperor,  as  to  re  " 
i]t  prudent  to  be  prepared  for  every  alter- 
native.

Hie  army  marched  from  Dimnefchin- 
g-  1  th  i  I  trtft.  and  arrived  at  Engen  in 
th«  courfe  of  the  forenoon,  before  the 
enemy  reached  that  place.  N  ltwithtan- 
d  lg  the  gr^at  imp  stance  Which  was  at- 
tached to  the  gaining  the  pofition  it 
Stockach,  vet  it  was  iot  thought  polible 
to  proceed  far  that  day,  without  expo- 
sing -.0  im  ninent  linger  the  feveral  enrps 
of  the  arch  luke  Ferdinand  (which  cover- 
ed Wis  march  on  the  fide  of  Z  dhans)  and 
thote  of  General  Ginley  and  Zienmaver, 
whhh  had  receive  I  orders  to  retire  from 
Fnfcburgh  and  OTenSurgh,  and  join  the 
maidarmy,  wliich  had  till  then  occupied 
the  nWth  eaft  part  of  Switzerland,  and 
was  <^r>  >fed  to  the  Auftrians  on  the  fide 
of  ths  Grifons  and  the  Vprajherg,  and 
brougu  the  whole  of  it  towards  Cmftaoce 
and  SlafThaufen  in  the  courfe  of  the  F>1« 
lowingbight,  leaving  the  eaftern  frontier 
ef  Switzerland  entirely  open. 

On  t'fc  3d  in  the  morning,  this  force 
tnitel  tlthat  which  had  na^idthe  Rhine 
at  ScharThaufen  on  the  firft  inft.  attacked 
anil  carifed  the  Auftrian  pofition  at 
St|ckach,bccupied  by  prince  Tofeph  of 
L<rraine,  tith  a  force  under  his  command 
quie  in  td-.-juate  to  mee'  th-,t  which  the 
entnv  had  Vought  agtioft  him.  On  this 
occti  »n  the\  Auftrians  fuftained  a  very

I  Storkham,  had  been  tarried  away  in  the 
'  c«urfc  of  the  two  preceding  da\s.    T  he 
Prince  having  been  obiiged  to  fall  back 
on  Pfullendorf  and  Malbirch,  the  left  flank 
of  general  K ray's  army  was  uncovered. 

In  this  fituation  of  things,  ard  before 
the  archduke  Ferdinand  had  effected  his 
junction,  gcnerrl  Kiay  was  attacked  at 
Ettgen,  about  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
..v  the  n.ain  French  army, commanded  by 
general  Moreau  in  perf.m.  This  arniy 
iiad  been  reinforced  by  a  detachtpentfroni 
the  camp  at  Dijon,  aiid  conlifted  of  five 
entire  divifions.  A  f.  parate  force  fell  ft 
the  fame  time  upon  the  archduke,  and 
ohliged  him  to  fall  back  on  Lut'ingen. 
I  The  French  attacked  every  where  with  I 
J  the  Qtmoft  impetixofity,  bringing  up  fieih 
'l  columns  in  fucceifion,  and  facrificing  im-  ' 
a  menfe  numbers  of  men  on  every  part  of] 
||  the  Austrian  Pine  where  they  had  hoped 
;  penetrate.  They  were,  however  una-  j 
;j  hie  to  make  any  imprelfions  on  any  one 
point.  It  at  9  in  the  evening  they  gave  up 
'tie  attempt  ;  at  which  time  the  Auitri- 
acts  remained  n.a.tersof  the  whole  pofition 
which  they  had  occupied  in  the  morning, 
and  the  arc  h  iuke  had  joined  the  main  ar- 
my, afttr  having  defeated  the  corps  op- 
pofed  to  l.im,  and  taken  feveral  prifoners  ; 
and  three  pieces  of  cannon.  His  royal 
hignni  :s.  to  whole  perfonal  exertions  this 
furcefs  v  as  chiefiv  owing,  has,  on  this  oc- 
cafion,  merited,  and  gained  the  efteem  and 
admiration  of  the  whole  army.  At  this 
moment  the  fpjrit  and  confidence  of  the 
army  was  fich,  that  general  Kray  would 
in  his  turn  have  attacked  the  enemy,  but 
for  the  lofs  of  Stockach,  which  rendered 
his  retreat  absolutely  nrccirarv.  He  re- 
mained, however,  in  the  fieicl  of  battle  all 
night,  and  only  began  his  march  at  day 
break. 

The  army  arrived  at  Lelutingen,  at  0 
in  the  morning  of  the  4th,  where  it  halted 
till  3  in  the  afternoon,  and  then  mirch- 
ed  forward  to  Mofkirch,  where  a  junftioil 
was  efFecled  with  prince  jofepb  of  Lor- 
raine at  nine  in  the  evening.  The  arch- 
duke covered  the  march,  in-  the  courfe  of 
which  his  royal  highnefs  was  joined  by 
general  Ginljy,  with  th<r  corps  from  Fri- 
b  >urg,  and  by  the  firlt  divifion  of  the  Ba- 
varian fubfidiarv  army  from  BayHngen. 
The  wliole  of  this  march  was  made,  and 
the  junction,  with  gen.  Ginlay,  prince  Jo- 
ftph  of  Lorraine,  and  the  Bavarians,  ef- 
fected without  any  material  interruption 
from  the  enemy. 

In  the  afternoon  of  yefterdav,  different 
corps  of  the  enemy  being  concentrated 
in  one  great  army,  wiiiHl  gen.  Kray  had 
ftill  between  thirty  and  forty  thoufand 
men  detached  on  different  points,  gen. 
Moreau  attacked  the  Autlrian  pofition  at 
M  nkirch  with  his  whole  force,  but  ow- 
ing to  the  fteady  bravery  of  the  Auilrian 
troops,  and  particularly  to  the  decided 
fuperiority  of  their  artillery,  he  was  un- 
able to  make  any  material  im.  reliion,  & 
at  fun  fet  each  army  retired  to  its  refpec- 
tive  quarters.  The  lofs  was  very  confi- 
deraule  on  both  fides  ;  but  there  is  every 
reafon  to  believe  that  the  enemy  has  fuf- 
fered  much  more  confiderably  than  the 
Auft-ians.  This  opinion,  which  is  con- 
firmed by  the  unanimous  report  of  the 
prifoners  made  at  the  clofe  of  the  day,  is 
founded  not  only  on  the  circumftance  or" 
his  not  renewing  his  attack  in  the  night 
or  this  morning  notwithstanding  his  very 
great  fuperiority  of  numbers,  but  on  the 
nature  of  the  action  itfelf,  which  confid- 
ed in  a  fucceiTion  of  impetuous  but  unfuc- 
cefsfui  attacks  made  by  the  French  infan- 
try, under  the  lire  of  the  Auftri.m  artil- 
lery, and  expofed  to  frequent  charges  of 
cavalry. 

Unlefs  general  Kray  mould  be  again 
attacked  in  the  courfe  of  to-day,  he  will, 
probably,  take  a  pofition  this  afternoon 
or  to-morrow  behind  tht  Danube,  his  left 
at  this  place,  and  his  right  at  Sigmarin- 
gen. 

Your  Lordfliip  will  probably  have  been 
much  alarmed  at.  the  r'.rft  reports  of  this- 
afiir  that  will  have  reached  England 
through  France,  nor  'ndeed  can  it  be  fup- 
pofe'd  that  the  expectation  of  the  enemy 
"'Inuld  not  have  been  extreme  during  th- 
whole  day  of  the  _jd,  or  that  the  French 
officers  (hould  not  have  holden  out  to  their 
government  the  m oft  flattering  hopes  pJ 
ultimate  and  comoieat  fucceffl  ,  but  tht- 
fteady  valour  of  the  Auftrian  troops,  the 
order  that  reigns  through  everv  depart- 
ment of  the  army,  and  the  fkill  and  un-

On  the  6th  inftant  the  Anftrians  took 
a  pofiti'in  behind  the  Danube,  without  < 
any  material  oppofition  from  the  enemy' 
whole  lofs  In  the  battle  of  the  5th  ap- : 
pears  to  have  been  greater  than  was  at 
firft  fuptofed.  On  the  fame  day  a' 
juncYi  ffl  was  effected  with  lieutenant  ge- 
neral  Klenmayer.  The  fecond  divifion 
of  the  Bavarian  paff  d  through  this  place 
yefterday,  and  Biafched  about  a  league 
farther,  where  they  will  halt  to»day  and 
their  junflion  with  general  Krav  will  be 
effecfted  either  to-morrow  or  the  day  af- 
ter, according  to  the  neceflity  that  may 
exid  for  hafletiing  their  march.  The 
firft  divifion,  confiding  of  fix  thoufand 
men  had  joints!  the  main  army  in  time  to 
render  very  effential  f  rvices,  and  was 
rdofely  engaged  with  the  enemy  in  the 
battle  of  the  5th. 

The  Svifs  regiment  of  Roverea  in  his 
majefty's  fervice,  under  the  command  of 
colonel  de  Watte'ville,  has  formed  a  part 
of  the  archduke's  corps  from  the  begin- 
ning, and  has  been  particularly/diftin- 
guiuied  by  its  bravery  and  food  conduct. 
1  am  forty  tq  add,  that  it  has  t'uffered  in 
proportion,  and  that  a  number  of  excel- 
lent officers  have  either  been  killed  or, 
feverely  wouhded. 

It  is  -  poifible  at  prefent  to  obtain  any  ' 
exact  return  of  the  Auftrian  lofs  in  killed 
and  wounded.  Though  the  general  offi-  j 
cers  expofed  themfslves  on  every  occafi- 
on, Vet  I  believe  not  one  of  them  has 
been  killed  or  mad:-  prifoner,  and  one  on- 
ly  (major  general  Karazai)  wounded. 

Few  prifoners  have  been  made  on  cith-  1 
er;fide;  but  the  Auftrians  were  obliged 
'  to  leave  tome  of  their  wounded  at  Engen 
•  for  want  of  carriages  to  carry  them  a-

I  No  one  corps  of  the  Auftrians  has 
been  broken  or  difperfed  by  tlie  enemy, 
jj  nor  have  the*  loft  a  fingle  piece  of  can- 
'  non  in  the  different  actions  between  the 
(I  main  armies,  though  feveral  fell  into  the 
'  harids  of  the  enemy  at  Stockach.

The  private  letters  in  the  Paris  Jour- 
nals ftate,  that  the  battles  of  the  3d  and 
5th  wyre  moft  bloody.  The  lofs  of  the 
Auftritns  is  eftimated  at  10,000  killed 
and  1 1,000  wounded  ;  the  French  5,000 
killed  and  7,000  wounded.  On  the  7th 
the  Auitrians  are  faid  to  have  gained 
fome  advantages,  but  were  foon  compel- 
led to  retreat.  The  right  wing  of  the 
French  on  the  9th,  entered  Mindau,  and 
another wa9  peparing  to  attack  Bregentz, 
after  paiiinj";  the  Rhine  at  Rheinck.  The 
French  army  leems  to  be  advancing  to 
Augfburgh, 

From  Maflena  there  is  no  direct  news  ; 
but  an  official  letter  from  general  St.  Hi- 
laire,  commandant  at  Marfailles,  con- 
tains fome  account  from  Genoa  as  late  as 
the  3d  inftant. 

Buonaparte  arrived  at  Geneva  late  on 
the  8th  of  May.  Difpatches  were  recei- 
ved from  him  on  the  i6th.  On  the  13th 
the  head  quarters  of  the  army  were  at 
Laufanne.  The  chief  conful  reviewed 
the  advaced guard,  which  was  to  fet  out 
the  fame  day  under  the  command  of  gen. 
Latines.  The  whole  army  is  reported  to 
be  in  a  moft  excellent  ftate. 

A  letter  from  Meriin,  the  ex-director's 
fon,  to  his  friends  in  Paris,  ftates  that  the 
army  of  referve  was  about  to  proceed  to 
Italv  bv  the  Great  St.  Bernard  and  the 
duchy  of  Aoft,  into  Piedmont ;  and  that 
:he  Auftrians  would  foon  have  6o,ooomen 
in  their  rear.  Buonaparte  faid  on  the 
larade,  that  they  would  be  at  Milan  in 
c wo  decades.  Prodigious  exertions  have 
>een  making  to  fend  provifions  and  ftores 
o  Geneva,  and  it  has  been  necefTary  to 
nve  recourfe  to  requilitions  for  many 
irticle;.
